Siime. of iho bouts were as fine 
and as evenly matched né anyone 
could ask for. Thcfe matches were the 
tfinals in the Tyro Meet which started 
last 'Wednesday. The competitions 
ecrn run off alternatively, as or, 
Thursday, first a wrestling and then 
a hox'.nç hou; . 

Thé program .started wi;a the 151 11'. 
wrcs'lmg in which class Murchison 
defeated Silversteln by gaining one 
fall ih right minutrs. Neither man 
l;nrw much about wrestling and the 
fall was secured by superior strength 
alnj:^. The nest match was also won 
by ..ne ialll in one minute twenty scc- 
onds. In thi K Touzel defeated Hamil- 
ton in the semi-final of the 14" lh. 
class. Both men showed the benefits 
of a small knowledge of wrestling. In

y bent Kirshberg by virtue ol one 
fall secured in the first, few minutes 
but after that, the bout was fairly 
even . 

Guilianella who has seemed to have 
romped through the. 155 lb. class, with 
ease, so far struck an unexpectedly 
hard opponent in Curtis. It was 
necessary for this bout to go an over- 
time period before Guilianella won the 
Jecision by his aggressiveness al- 
jough he was unable to secure a fall. 

was necessary for Chesley who had 
beaten Kirshberg to wrestle again, this 
ime against Ziritsky. The bout was 
aard fought a.nd the men well-match- 
Ziritsky won by one fall in five 
ainutes. 

Next camo tho finaj and only 
facavyrrelsht match of the meet. Tbii 
wa^ a. short but interesting match in 
\fhich Martino threw Nuddloman 
twice in less <han three minifcs. The 
only bout in the 126 pound class re- 
t-'ected little creôit upon anyone. Mc- 
Cormiek may have had some excuse 
because he had boxed the day before. 
He won from Cohen by getting one 
fall in 1-2 minutes. Cohen seemed 
to know only one hold, a headlock, 
and couldn't work that while Mc- 
Cormiek sPcnt most of his time trying 
t prevent him from securing it. 
n the 147 lb. final between Touzel 
id Ziritsky neither man was able to 
get a fall. Both bad wrestled before 
during the afternoon and so were a 
bit tired. After working hard till the 
time limit Touiel received the decision 
because he. showed more aggressive- 
no lh. 



The first boxing bout ccr'alnly 
foretold the quality of the exhibitions 
In this match which was in the ISO 
pound class lil- Smith outpointed T. 
Ken in a battle that as fought hard 
to tho last boll, Smith scored a knock- 
down In the first round winning that 
frame but Kerr came back In the sec- 
ond and evened that round. In the 
last Smith had a shade because of hi 
boxing and won iho decision. Two 
welterweights, .Fry and Gill put on an 
equally; good bout . The first round 
was even. Fry doing most of the le3d 
ing and Gill blocking cleverly. In the 
next, two frames Fry got away for 
load and received the award. 

Probably the best, fight of the 
evening was between Ecklin and 
Mussel man, 135 pounders. These mon 
fought hard and cleverly and so even 
ly that it was impossible to give a 
decision at the end of three rounds. 
An extra of one minute was called 
and this was also even so a. second 
extra haid to be fought. This last 
round Ecklin won by the narrowest 
shade, giving him the. decision. This 
wa s a semi-final and the other match 
in this class was between Robertson 
and Gray. Although Gray war a 
cleverer boser Robertson's heavy hit- 
ting and forcing in the first two 
rounds won him the bout. 

Lcvcsquc and Scbafcr two fly- 
weights (112 lbs) put o n a fast match 
with much heavy hitting for so Ugh*, 
teen. [; was yiecesssrv to go aa cxtrv 
ound be.'cro I-ev*sq/.e receive I th* 
decision. The last bou; -which was in 
fho IIS lb. cluss was between Cohen 
and Talpis. Cohen on each round 
coring a knockdown In the first. 
Tapis put up a gatne fight all the way 
but could not seem to get in on his 
opponent w-ho had quite a roach on 
him. 

The unusual feature of the bouts 
was that in spite of all thc.'beavy 'hit- 
*ag there as not a k. o. scored in any 
fight.

This is too bad, for it is not one of the 

purposes of a university to send forth men who will not be bored 

with life? Nevertheless it is easy to understand how even univer- 
■ 

I sity students may become bored when they see nothing more in 

university life than lectures, text-books and examinations. The 
opportunity is theirs to attain a variety of interests and a widen- 
ed outlook upon life. If they took advantage of this opportunity 
then their existancc might not seem so monotonous. 

Of course, even then there would be many monotonous 
things to be done which could not be well avoided. They would 
have to turn at last from readable books to dry text-books; they 
would have to leave sometime the brighter, more interesting side 
of college life to attend dull lectures, and always before them 
would lie the examinations. Such things must be faced, but not 
necessarily with bitterness, 
v Similarly, in life after graduation, though a university may 

teach a man to go into the world and not be bored, to be alone 
and not be lonely, yet it cannot assure him of a life of peace and 
quietness.

have it otherwise. He will probably find, as John Buchan said in

I , - his recent address here, that the only real peace is peace of mind. 

In preparing students for the inevitable battle which they 
must enter in the future, the university has its part and a great 
part. If it can teach its students to play the game and fight on to 
the end, surely it has accomplished its purpose. To gain courage 
is what you came to St. Andrews for, said Barrie in his wonder- 
ful speech to the students of that old Scottish university. That is 
the great thing. 

For when we come to the end, what is victory going to mat- 
ter, or defeat, so long as we can say with Paul, "I have fought a 
good fight — " or with Stevenson, "1 have done my damndest."

Shipley, the chief chomlst, who kind- 
ly undertook to take them througn 
the works. 

The 'factory is situated on (ho ca 
go of » quarry, where llio clay lime- 
stone necessary for the industry Is 
obtained. 

Tho raw materials are conoyed in 
"jimmy cars" from the quarry and 
are dumped into the "rotary brak- 
•ars". From here tho nomowhal brok- 
en rock to sent through a gyratory 
crusher which breaks it Into pieces 
of a also 3 to I Inches in diameter. 
Tho materia; Is then carried through 
rotary dyers, at. n teniiperature or 
about. 500 degrees, to Inn hammer 
mills where the small pieces aro fur- 
ther, broken. 

By means of belt couveyors Uio 
materia! which I» now in tho Conn 
of small fra trm enta I» taken through 
tho Coiniiiinuter table, and thence to 
the tube mills. On leaving tho latter 
the material ' la in such a atiitc of 
Jivlsion that fl.'i per cent, .will pass 
Uiroueli a mesh sieve. The iJiaterllti 
is now chiefly calcium carbonate 
mixed with aluminium silicate (clay) 
Tt is in this stato, as :l mixture 
that it enters tho rllns. 

Tho rlins; of which there arc seven, 
teen, aro of tho rotary type, appro- 
ximately ISO feet long and of a dla 
meter of 12 feel. These are heated 
by the combustion of finely powdered 
coii| which into one end of tho ril;i.

riln and before it reaches the other 
end it Is converted Into n. chsmlc.-.' 
compound consisting of tri-c.ilcluni 
silicate dl calcium alumina to.

tion carbon diorcide is driven thi^ 
Increasing the percentage of calcium 
i'l the material.
